tinued decline in living casts in No­ 
vember. 
The index of the Bureau of Labor 
statistics 
for mid-November

MARKETS 
Farmers who grow vegetables and 
small fruits for market often find it 
a difficult task to compete success­ 
fully with shipped-in produce from 
larger commercial gardening re­ 
gions. Too, with modern refrigera­ 
tion and transportation improve­ 
ments, he 
learns that 
southern- 
grown crops are brought in to sat­ 
isfy 
northern consumer demands 
before his own crops are readv for 
sale. Thus, every person who plans 
to grow revenue crops asks these two 
logical questions—Which crops will 
likely prove most profitable during 
the next few' years? In which cropvS 
will

glutted markets be less likely to oc­ 
cur? 
In the light of experience at least 
seven food crops should be consid­ 
ered for growing to market through 
roadside stands In this region or in 
nearby towns and cities.

Shipped-in onions from southern 
gardens are 
usually wilted and 
otherwise depreciated in food value. 
There are favorable opportunities in

Cucumbers—In

survey 
con­ 
ducted in Baltimore and Philadel­ 
phia last summer over half the

cucumbers for home pickle making 
to can if such supplies were pro­ 
curable at fair prices. Further in­ 
quiries indicated and searches at 
neighborhood grocery stores proved 
at the height of the vegetable season 
grocers were not handling bulk cu­ 
cumbers. They stated none was 
available. 
Sweet Corn—The local absorption 
point in roastin’ ear sales has never 
been reached, that is, for high 
quality, fresh and worm-free corn.

They seek 
an edible roastin’ ear. And such 
corn can be profitably grown and 
readily sold In this and almost all 
other regions in the United States.

BRIEF HINTS ON 
GROWING FERNS 
When indoor ferns fail or become 
ragged and otherwise unattractive, 
growers should search for one or 
more of the following five common 
causes of trouble: 
1. High temperature, particularly 
if the air is dry. 
2. Too much direct sunlight. 
3. Fumes from gas or oil stoves. 
4. Over-watering 
or 
faulty pot 
drainage. 
5. Excessive care—coddling. 
Occasionally advice on fern grow­ 
ing adds a sixth cause of trouble— 
insects and diseases. But experience 
proves that few ferns are attacked 
by insects, and diseases are actually 
rare. It is easy to attribute plant de- i 
cline from uny of the five causes j 
cited to insects or diseases and there­ 
by escape the trouble of determining I 
the real cause. 
Most fine ferns are found growing 
in north windows or, if kept in east, j 
south or west windows, they are 
properly shielded 
from 
excessive 
sunshine. 
This is not an amazing fact. A 
walk through a dense woods in sum­ 
mer will usually reveal the most 
beautiful ferns growing in shady 
ravines and on the north slopes of 
hills. 
And of course, dry air Is not found 
where the native wild ferns are 
thriving Perhaps most indoor ferns 
fail because their foliage is robbed of 
moisture by dry air. Apparently this 
plant does well in comparatively 
high temperatures providing the air 
is not dry. But seldom can high tem­ 
peratures indoor be found where the 
air retains normal humidity (mois­ 
ture). 
Numerous surveys conducted to 
diagnose house plant ills indicate 
that fumes from gas or oil stoves 


seriously injure ferns This is par­ 
ticularly true where gas is used for 
cooking, as few gas stoves have 
adequate flue connections to carry’ 
away the released fumes. 
Ferns resent the dry air and rising 
air currents near radiators and other 
heating units. They should never be 
placed near sources of artificial 
heat. 
Fronds cease growing when their 
delicate ends are injured. Interpret­ 
ed into growing practices this means 
that they should not be placed 
where the frond ends rest against 
floor, walk or other surfaces. 
Rarely do native ferns succeed 
when brought from their homes in 
forests to the unfriendly environ­ 
ment of the indoors. It is prefer­ 
able to buy potted specimens for a 
start or obtain plants by divisions 
from old specimens. 
Native ferns grow in acid soils. 
Therefore, it is a wise contribution 
to fern culture to obtain similar soil 
for potting purposes. Or at least sui- 
ftcient well rotted woods loam should 
be added to ordinary potting soil 
to render it neutral or slightly acid. 
Ferns grow where the soil is mel­ 
low and well drained. Few species 
like boggy soils. Over-watering or 
poor pot drainage still ranks too high 
among causes of failure, tv entree, 
the daily "sprinkling” habit prac­ 
ticed by a few growers usually icaos 
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
